At the last session of the legisla- 
ture a law was passed requiring all 
dealers to first candle eggs before 
offering them for sale. The process 
is simple and practically insures 
the 
consumer 
from 
purchasing 


spoiled eggs. 


The local board of health has on- 


ly taken a step that will be fol- 
lowed by every health 
board 
In 


Ohio. 
The State Dairy and Food 


Commissioner has notified all deal- 
ers that eggs must be candled, but 
It develops that there are many 
small dealers falling to observe the 
new law. The fact that a fine of 
from $25 to $100 may be imposed 
upon a dealer selling a tainted egg 
ought, however, 
to 
make 
them 


more careful. 
The law also callri 


for a Jail penalty of not less than 
30 days for a second offense. 


The farmer, ordinarily 
has no 


means of candling eggs, but brings 
them to the grocer and must lose 
every egg that IE not 
good.

farmer beats the fresn egg stunt, 
however, by packing them 
ia salt 


or bran, and In several
